JOHN FARSON OF 
CHICAGO DIES OF 
HEART FAILURE 


Head of Banking House Was 
Long a Leading Financial 
and Social Figure.-

CHICAGO, Jan. 18.—John Farson, 
banker, lawyer and clubman and one 


of the best-known figures in the finan- 
cial and social world of Chicago, died 
this morning from heart failure. The 
attack occurred last Saturday. Mr. 
Parson was conscious almost up to the 
last. 

Mr, Farson was the head of the bank- 
ing firm of Farson, Son & Co. His eld- 
@st son, John Farson, who is in charge 
| of the New York branch, reached ‘here 
on a special train before his father’s 


Mr. Farson was born in Union City, 
“wi., Oct. 8, 1855. He was the son of 
the Rev. John T. Farson, a Methodist 
Episcopal clergyman, and Harriet Page 
Farson. He was educated in the public 
schools at Champaign, Ill, and attended 
the University of Illinois in 1874 and 1876. 
After coming to Chicago he studied 
law in the office of J. R. Doolittle, at 
one time a United States Senator from 
‘Wisconsin, and was admitted to the bar 
in 1880. 

Were Peculiar. Raiment. 

Mr. Farson was married in Chicago 
Sept. 1, 1881, to Mamie A. Ashworth. 
Two children, John Farson Jr. and Wil- 
liam Farson, were the result @f the 
union. 

Mr. Farson was perhaps best known 
to Chicago people because of his ec- 
centricities of dress and his personal 
idiosyncracies. He was often seen in 
white suits, red vests, red ties and all 
sorts of edd hats. These peculiarities 
hit the popular fancy and made him 
much talked about and, to some extent, 
exaggerated. ~ 

Less than @ year ago he attracted at- 
tention by adopting the fresh-air propa- 
ganda and for some time slept exclusive- 
ly in the open air. Last year the minis- 
ters of Oak Park preposed to devote one 
day of the week of prayer to special 
supplication for the reformation of Mr. 

The banker became indignant 
and told the clergymen plainly that he 
did not want to be prayed for. 

In 1907 he evolved the “Adam and Eve 

Club,” as a solution of the club prob- 
lem. His suggestion, which was never 
carried into effect, was to establish a 
club at which men and their wives 
weuld be alike welcome. 
In 188, shortly after he had won in 
@ fight against permanent blindness, Mr. 
Farson was spoken of as a candidate for 
the Republican nomination for Vice- 
President. Taking it as @ joke, the 
banker quite cheerfully admitted that 
he coveted the place, but he never made 
any effort to attain it.

The law imposing a license tax of 
$100 to $1000 on wholesaie uquor dealers 
and manufacturers, from which Gov. 
Hadley expected to derive a revenue of 
approximately $500,000 a year, was ge- 
clared unconstitutional Tuesday by 
Judge Wilson A. Taylor of the Court 
of Criminal Correction. Judge Taylor 
held the law was enacted for revenue 
purposes only, and not under the police 
powers of the State for the regulation 


of the liquor traffic.. 
Case Was Fought. 

The law was so drafted that it. im- 
posed the maximum license tax upon 
practically all of the wholesale liquor 
dealers, manufacturers and rectifiers in 
the State. Thirty-eight wholesale liquor 
dealers, comprising the St. Louls Whole- 
pale Liquor Dealers’ Association, banded 
together to resist the enforcement of 
the law on the ground that it was un- 
constitutional. 

They employed the law firm of John- 
son, Allen & Rule to test the legality 
of the jaw. Acting upon the advice of 
their attorneys, the wholesalers refused 
to pay the tax. 

Prosecuting Attorney Moss issued 
warrants against the 38 dealers, charg- 
ing them with violation. of the law. 
Knowing the importance of the law as 
a revenue producer, and the interest 
of Gov. Hadley, Prosecuting Attorney 
Moss received the assistance of the At- 
terney-General in tho presentation of 
the cases-to the court. 

Law for Revenue Only. 

The attorneys for the liquor dealers 
contended that the law was enacted 
solely for the purpose of raising revenue. 
Judge Taylor sustained this view, and 
said the Supreme Court, in deciding the 
beer tax law,.had held that license tax- 
ation for revenue only was illegal. 

Prosecuting Attorney ‘Moss announced 
that he would appeal to the Supreme 
Court. The decision was handed down 
in the case of the State vs. the Parker 
Distilling Co, The other 37 cases were 
continued generally by Prosecuting At- 
torney Moss.

@ search for him had been prosecuted 
all over the county. 
His horse, drowned, and buggy were 
found in the creek Monday night. At 
the spot where they were found there 
is a ford, on one side of which is a 
cuteff 14 feet deep. 

It is believed that in trying to cross 
the ford in the night Hart drove off it 
into the creek.

Attorney-General Major has definitely 
promised the Missouri Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission to have a rep- 
resentative of his office at the investi- 
gation of complaints against the ex- 
press companies in the Plerce Building 
Jan. %& The express arbitrary, as well 
as the practice of collecting twice on 
prepaid packages, will be thoroughly in- 
vestigated by the commission. 

The Raliroad Commission desires to 
have the advice of the Attorney-General 
as to just how far it can go in correct- 
ing the mattérs complained of, and the 
Attorney-General wishes to know 
whether the express companies are vio- 
lating the law. 

In a letter to the Post-Dispatch, New- 
ton B. Marsh, 65761 Roosevelt place, 
says: 

“My parents in Newark, N. J., sent

When, Jan. 2, the box had not arrived, I; 
called the Adams Express and inquired 
about it. L was told if the box was 
here it would be delivered. They said 
they were so busy they could not take 
time to tel] me anything about it. 

“I waited and the box came with 
charges of $1.40. I told the driver the, 
box was prepaid, but he could do noth-' 
ing but collect or return the box. 

“I sent to Franklin and got the pre- 
paid receipt and they had to pay only 
$1 there, and the charges here were 
$1.40. I went to the Adams Express 
office to collect my $1.40. The agent 
told me he would have to have time to 
trace the shipment and would mail me 
a refund slip. 

“I waited a week and went down 
again and was paid my money. 

“Now why did I not get my refund 
slip instead of having tO pay car fare 
to collect the money, and why was the 
Cilarge at the other end of the line $1 
and here $1.40? 

“I had this same sort of trouble With 
the Adams Express two years ago. Part 
of the goods in my Christmas box was 
spoiled.’’

FROM KING FIRM 


Acting Mayor Tries to Effect 
Boycott Against Electric 
Concern, but Fails. 


—_—-_-— 

They've got a moon yet in Ferguson, 
St. Louis County, and the oll sold by 
grocers there is up to the Standard’s 
standard. Between the two, Acting 
Mayor Louis Maul! is trying to per- 
suade his fellow suburbanites that they 
can get along without electric light un- 
til the rates are lowered. 

He is getting along without it very 
well since the King Electric Light and 
Power Co. a few days ago took out his 
meter because he refused to pay its rate 
of 15 cents a kilowatt hour. 

Ferguson's officials are mostly St. 
Louis business men, who spend their 
nights and Sundays there and who legis- 
late for their miniature city as a means 
of settling their dinners. H. P. Jacques, 
an investment broker, with offices in a 
Broadway building, is Mayor. He and 
the Council agreed last October that 
they ought to get electricity cheaper and 
an ordinance was passed. fixing the rate 
at 10 cents a kilowatt hour, to go into 
effect Dec. 1. The King company is 
supposed to get its supply from the 
IInion Electric Co., whose rate to Bt. 
Louis consumers is 12 cents. 

The company said nothing and no one 
knew what it had decided to do about 
the new rate until the bills for Decem- 
ber were sent out a few days ago, They 
wore calculated at 15 cents a kilowatt 
hour, the old rate. 

The people turned for relief to Mayor 
Jacques only to find that the Mayor had 
gone to Florida for the winter. But the 
preach was filled by Louis Maull, a St. 
Louis wholesale cheese and fish dealer, 
who is President of the Council. 

As Acting Mayor, Maull advised ev- 
eryone to refuse to pay the lo-cent rate, 
to offer payment at 10 cents a kilowatt 
hour and then if the company wanted 
to take out its meters to let it do so. 

Only one man, B. Barnes, a local 
jeweler, stood by Maull. The other cus- 
tomers of the company, about 250, paid 
up with much grumbling.

Which side will get into court first de- 
pends upon Virgil Conkling, Prosecut- 
ing Attorney. It will be for him to 
say whether warrants shall be issued. 
John G. Paxton, one of the executors 
of the Swope estate, and who has taken 
the lead in the investigation that has 
been made, says positively warrants 
Avill be applied for if poison is not found 
in the stomachs of Col. Swope ani 
Chrisman Swope. 

Conkling says warrants will be issued 
if ‘a seemingly well-founded complaint” 
is made. He has intimated, however, 
that he will require more than a show- | Jj 
ing of the probability that a crime hasi§ 
been committed. He will expect the/§ 
investigators to convince him that there 
is *a good case against the person or 
persons they accuse. 

If the experts report poison as having 
been found Conkling will not hesitate 
to issue warrants. 

It is expected that if poison is found 
in the stomachs of the Swopes, the body 
of James Moss Hunton, who died two 
days before Col. Swope, will be disin- 
terred, although probably with the same 
attempt at secrecy as in the other cases. 

This was so well planned that the dis- 
interment of the body of Chrisman 
Swope was_made without the knowledge 
or authority ef Dr. B. H. Zwart, Coro- 
ner of Jackson County. This was done 
Dec. 30. After a pathological examina- 
tion, the stomach was removed and 
sent to Chicago. For purposes of future 
analysis, half of the contents of the 
stomach were preserved. The eavalysis 
of the other half of the contents, on 
account of the limited quantity, wag not 
conclusive. 

The report received fram the Chicago 
experts, however, determined the inves- 
tigators to exhume the body of Col. 
Swope: The Coroner’s permission was 
Obtained in this instance. 

The report of the experts is expected 
to show not only whether the two 
Swopes were poisoned, but also wheth- 
et the typhoid fever from, which they 
suffered was contracted naturally or 
was the result of deliberate inocula- 
tion. 

The earnestness of the investigation is 
indicated by the fact that not only At- 
torneys Paxton and Atwood but Stewart 
Fleming of Columbia, Tenn., one of the 
executors of the Swope estate, and 
Thomas H. Swope of Independence, both 
nephews of Col. Swope, are in Chicago, 
consulting with the experts. The fact 
that these four men are in Chicago !s 
taken to indicate that they have re- 
ceived encouragement from the experts, 
based on their preliminary examination 
of the two stomachs.

Cash First Worthless 
Paper at Bank. 


SHE ONCE HAD $2000 





Was Used to Writing Checks 
and Preferred Swindling 
to Asking for Money. 





The lure of the check book was the 
downfall of Miss Ilo Kerns, 19 years old, 


of Anderson, {nd., now in jail at Eid- 
wardsville, Ill., to await trial for pass 
ing @ worthless check for $2 at Alton 
last week. 

A writer of checks for hereelf and 
others since she was 10 years old, the 
girl, when she found herself among 
strangers and in need of money, could 
think of no other way out of her pre- 
dicament than by the medium of & 
check. It seemed easier to write a 
worthless check, she says, than to write 
home to her grandmother for money. 

The first worthless check she cashed 
in Burlington, Io., she says. It passed 
without question. Then she filled out 
four more. One she passed in Alton 
and that landed her in jail. Three 
others she left in St. Louis with the 
matron of the Woman’s Christian Home 
and no attempt haa been made to pass 
them. 

The young woman's owa etory, the 
first in detail she says that she has told 
to anyone since getting into her present 
difficulty, which she gave to a Poat- 
Dispatch reporter, together with her 
explanation of the various names she 
has born at different times and her ex- 
planation of the motives that moved her 
while in the performance of questionable 
and at times illegal acts, help greatly 
to clear. up the mystery with which’ she 


ward the solution of what is an enigma 
to the Illinois State officials who have 
been following the case. 


Was Without Parents’ Care. 
Left without the care of either parent 
when she was 6 months old, hidden 
away in a West’ Virginia town by a 
woman who wished to adopt her, until 











kidnaped by her grandmother, and re- 
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covering $2000 to spend as she pleased 
at the age of 17 years, when she grad- 
uated from Memor Christian College, 
are some of the interesting features in 
the strange life of this -queer young 
woman. 

The girl's own story of the difficul- 
ties she got into at Burlington before 
coming to St. Louis and Alton, throws 
a new light on the mystery. 

Strangely enough she maintains that 
she passed a worthless check for $14 at 
Burlington and that it was the first 
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worthless check she ever passed. ‘That 
she passed a worthless check in Bur- 
lington, the authorities there deny. The 
banks there hav< made inquiries for the 
check but have not been able to find it. 

Miss Kerns, however, asserts positive- 
ly that she cashed a worthless check for 
$14 at the German Savings Bank in 
Burlington, It went so easy, she says, 
that when she needed more money at 
Alton, she thought all she would have 
to do would be to go to the bank and 
draw an order for it. 

That she has been away from home, 
as has been stated, for two years, the 
girl also denies. She states that she did 
not leave home until Dec. 4. 


“The name I like to go by,’' the young 
woman told a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“is Ilo Thorne. Thorne was my grand- 
mother’s name before she married the 
Rev. George W. Blodgett and it is the 
name that I was raised by. My father’s 
name Was James Kerns. I always-heard 
that he lived at a place called Stanish, 
in Michigan, but he never came to see 
me. We heard that heis dead. 

“When I was a year old my Grand- 
mother Thorne gave me to a Mrs. Let- 
tie Ford in Union City, Ind., to board. 
After a few years my -grandmother says 
she wanted me back, but that when she 
went to get me Mrs. Ford took me to ga 
West Virginia town and my grandmoth- 
er did not-find me until I was 8 years 
old and Mrs. Ford brought me back to 
Union City. 


“I remember what occurred at that 
time very well. Mrs. Ford had always 
taught me to be in great fear of my 
grandmother and so I was badly fright- 
ened the day that Grandmother Thorne 
met me on the street in Union City ang 
told me who she was and that she was 
going to take me away with her. I be- 
gan to scream and she put a handker- 
chief to my mouth and cut off my cries. 
There was a man in a buggy in the 
street and into the buggy grandmother 
lifted me and then climbed in herself. 
“E think we drove to Indianapolis, 
where we took the train for Anderson. 
I then lived with my grandmother until 
I was ready to go away to school, when 
she sent me to Memor Christian College, 
I was graduated from the college when 
I was 17 years old. 

One of Grandfather's Heirs. 
“T had been home from school but a 
short time,’’ continued the girl, “when 
my uncle, Cash Kerns, who lives near 
Ansonia, O., sent me word that my 
grandfather's estate was to be divided 
and for me to come on and get my 
share. He said that my brother, Grover 
Cleveland Kerns, who had lived with my 
grandfather, was insisting on getting 
his share, which amounted to $4000, and 
that I might as weil have mine at the 
same time. My share was $2000. 
“Then I came back home and began to 
write checks. It seemed such an easy 
way to get money—jvst sicn a name to a 
piece of paper. I wrote so many 
checks that at the end of six months 
the $2000 was gone. Grandfather Bioed- 
gett died a year ago and after he died 
grandmother and I didn’t get along well.

Singing of Boost Songs and 
the Election of Officers 
Will Follow. 


Politics in the Business Men's League 
promises to make the annual banquet 
and election of officers at the Southern 
Hotel Tuesday night exceptionally live- 
ly. The nominating committee has not 
been able to agree upon a successor to 
James E. Smith as president, and an 
insurgent faction is threatening to cause 
trouble by nominating a list of candi- 
dates of its own.

Outside of the election of officers the 
interesting feature of the banquet will 
be the singing of songs extolling the 
greatness of St. Louis. The 500 mem- 
bers and invited guests of the league 
will join in the singing. 

Between every cocktafl and every 
course there will be a song—and the 
song will be a boost for St. Louis. The 
song book, with the menu scattered 
through it, contains more than twenty 
pages, with an embéssed picture of the 
founder of St. Louis on the front cover. 

The songs will be sung to familiar rag- 
time, hot-time and religious airs. George 
Simmons, champion singer of St. Louis, 
will lead. He will have an orchestra and 
16 singers in one corner ef the room, 
and ten or twelve assistants in the 
groups seated at different tables in the 
big dining hall. It will be the duty of 
the assistants to see that everybody 
sings and sings in harmony with the 
music, 

Follew Set Program 

Even Charles C. Nicholls and George 
L, Hassett, who sang continuously for 
the members of the Business Men’s 
League on the steamer Alton during the 
St. Louis-to-New Orleans trip, will have 
to sing with the other members of the 
league. It is understood they have both 
asked for permission to sing special 
songs, but the league officers have de- 
creed that the set program must be fol- 
lowed. 

Nine members of the executive com- 
mittee will be elected.

JOSEPH JACKSON. 
OLD TIME PRINTER 
ES IN HOSPITAL 


Was Being Tre Treated for Car- 
buncle When Diabetes 
Set In,

Joseph A. Jackson, former president 
of Typographical Union No. 8 one of 
the best-known printers in the United 
States, died at Centenary Hospital at 1 
a. m., Tuesday. Jackson went to the 
hospital to be treated for a carbuncle 
on his neck. While there he developed 
diabetes, which resulted in his death. 


Ne arrangements for the funeral have 


been yet made. Jackson was 51 years 
old, and lived with his family at 1517 
Benton street. ~Jackson came to St. 
Louis about 30 years ago, according to 
City Register M. KR. H. Witter, his per- 
sonal friend. 

For all that time, with the exception 
of a few weeks, Jackson had been em- 
ployed on the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
He was a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for Congress at the last 
election. 

Jackson was several times president 
of Typographical Union No. & His 
service to that organization spread over 
about ten years, but not consecutively. 
He had served the paper that he had 
spent a lifetime with as job printer, 
foreman and proofreader. 

City Register Witter declares Jack- 
son was a man of the widest inferma- 
tion. 

‘‘He had little opportunity for educa- 
tion,’’ Witter said, “but his wide read- 
ing made him a rather scholarly man. 
He was a man of strong character, con- 
victions and will. He was very punctual
